He Talks of Treason. 
In part the speaker said: 


“So long as treason is considered a 
crime against constitutional law, the 
statue of Robert E. Lee can have no 
abiding place in that pantheon dedi- 
eated to the heroes of the revolution 
and to those whose achievements have 
contributed to the triumphs of this re- 
public.” 


The maiyg portion of the address was 
in support of the contention that Gen- 
era] Lee was not convinced of the jus- 
tice of the cause for which he drew 
his sword and that he therefore should 
have no claim to the name of patriot. 
The speaker based his argument on a 
letter from General Lee to his son, 
Curtis Lee, the text of which he ob- 
tained from a publication of a south- 
ern history. 

Letter From Lee to Son. 

“Speaking of the impending war, the 
letter as published, said Mr. Darling, 
read: 

“*The framers of our constitution 
never could have exhausted so much 
labor, wisdom and forbearance on its 
formation and surrounded ft with eo 
many guards and support if it was 
intended to be broken by any member 
of the Confederacy at will. 

“It is intended for a perpetual 
union, 80 expressed in the preamble, 
and for the establishment of a gov- 
ernment, not a compact, which can be 
dissolved only by a revolution with 
the consent of all the people in con- 
vention assembled. 

“It is idle talk of secession, anar- 
chy would otherwise have been estab- 
lished and not a government by Wash- 
ington, Hamilton, Jefferson, Madison 
and all the other patriots of the revo- 
lution.’ 

What Does It Meanf 

“The words of that message and his 
subsequent acts cannot be reconciled,” 
said the speaker. “If his conscience 
dictated that letter then what accursed 
influence caused him to embrace an- 
archy just 90 days later—anarchy as 
he himself had pictured it? 

“What does all this mean? It means 
that a solid south, the daughters and 
sons, propose to make Washington a 
Westminster Abbey for the rebel uni- 
form and so not only vindicate, but 
glorify the.rebel sword.

SEEN IN ATLANT 


It Was Total Shortly Aef- 
ter Midnight. 


On Account of Clouds the 
Comet Could Not Be Seen. 
Numbers of People Watched 
Movement of the Moon Last 
Night. 


Speaking from a nebular standpoint, 
there has been “something doing” in 
that unexplored ‘territory beyond the 
ether of this earth in the past few 
weeks. Halley’s comet (and, of course 
that tail) has been attracting.a little 
attention—just a little. Last night it 
was mot only one of the actual side- 
shows, but, in addition, there was the 
moon, Not to be outdone, that old 


dried-up planet decided to have an 
eclipse. 


Star-gazers yesterday morning her- 
alded to the world that both the com- 
et and the eclipse would be visible to 
those desiring to crane their necks to 
& very acute angle. These star-gaz- 
org frequently slip-up (like our friend, 
the weather man) and their “one beast 
bets” are sure losers. 

Halley’s comet did not put itself in 
appearance! To be more correct, the 
comet was on duty, but several inter- 
loping clouds got the best of it, and 
ruined that side-show for the night. 

Moon in Eclipse. 

But the moon was in eclipse. That 
old moon is always on the job. In- 
terloping clouds tried’ to put it out 
of sight, but failed. The moon plunged 
through the shadow of the earth be- 
tween 10 p. m. and 2 a. m. The 
eclipse began at 10:46:24; total eclipse 
at 12:09; middle of eclipse, 12:34:18; to- 
tal eclipse ended, 12:59:36; eclipse end- 
ed, 2:22:18 a. m. 

So much for the actual details. Just 
as there have been “comet parties” at 
early hours in the morning, there were 
“moon parties” at a late hour last 
night. This, as everyone knows, is 
the first time there has been an eclipse 
of the moon in-—not seventy-five years 
——-well, consult the almanac. Now there 
are several people who are prone to 
assume that the “sky-loafer” was the 
immediate cause; that it threw that 
ten-billion-mile tail up against the 
poor old extinct planet and cut off 
some of its silvery rays. However 
plausible that astronomical deduction 
may be, the deduction is wrong. It is 
wrong because we have had eclipses 
long before the comet made itself 
known. Eclipses are common occur- 
rences when compared. fo the very 
séarce visit of Halley's. ' 

Well, even if they are commogp, that 
eclipse last night was the whole show 
—Halley’s wasn’t there, for the clouds 
put it out of business. :

The tone was loud and serious as 
well, and in a remarkably short space 
of time he was the center of a large 
crowq of theatergoers about ready to 
take the street carg home. 

He paid no attention to the crowd. 
His eyes were fixed on the skies, 
where the moon was almost eclipsed. 
The combination of the comet and the 
eclipse had proved too much for him, 
and he believeg the Lord was Uthreat- 
ening the world in this way, warning 
its people to repent. 

Finally, when he had watched the 
moon for some time, and no great dis- 
aster ihad resulted, he decided the time 
had not yet come. and started on up 
the street in.a relieved frame of mind.

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CHICAGO RAILWAYS 
HELD BY RECEIVERS 


As Result the Stock of the 
Company Goes Way 
' Down. 


Chicago, May 23.—-The receivership 
into which the Chicago Railways Com- 
pany was thrown today sent its most 
active stock—series 2 participating 
certificates—-off an extreme 9 points in 
the local exchange, with only a slight 
recovery. This stock participates only 
after the payment of bond interest and 
dividends on certificates of series 1; 
but the earnings of the company re- 
cently were believed to indicate an 
early dividend on series 2. Thousands 
of shares were unloaded when news 
of the receivership burst like a bomb 
in LaSalle street.

stockholder—was precipitated by the 
fact that the company had neither suf- 
ficient assets to pay a judgment of

county last week, nor to provide suffi- 
cient bonds to secure a stay of execu- 
tion by means of an appeal.

FORTIFICATION COMMITTEE OF PANAMA CANAL,} 
VIEW OF THE BIG DITCH AND THIRTEEN-INCH GUN 
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Acting under orders of President 
Taft, the Panama canal fortification 
committee has concluded its report of 
how Uncle Sam.will guera the big 
ditch in time of war. President Taft's 
report is in the hands of the congres- 
sional committee, and action on his 
recommendations is expected by June 
1. The reports do not give the exact 
locations of the proposed fortifica- 
tions, but it is explained that this 
cannot be furnished until information 
has been obtained regarding the 
“status and availability of certain par- 
cels._of land situated along the route 
of the canal.’ The armament for the 
proposed fortifications is enumerated 
as follows: Ten 14-inch rifles, twelve 
6-inch rifles and twenty-five 12-inch 
mortars. The cost is estimated in ex- 
cess of $14,000,000. Tie report states 
that the board has examined the 
ground at the terminii of the canal 
and of territory in the neighborhood 


of the canal’s course with a view of 
choosing the best sites for the big 
guns. “It is the right and duty of 
the United States to defend the work 
upon which it is expending such an 
enormous sum,” the president says in 


his message. “An adequate defense 


requires suftable fortifications near the 
approaches to the terminals. I am of 
the opinion that such works as may be 
erected for the defense of the canal 
should be completed, occupied and. 
ready for operation at the time the 
canal itself is completed and opened 
to the passage of vessels.”

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DemocratsBlock Scheme’

Proposed Appropriation for 
Tariff Board Defeated---Dem- 
ocrats Say Purpose of Appro- 
priation Is to Stop Tariff Agi- 
tation During Taft’s Regime. 


Washington, May 23.—After an ex- 
tended debate, the proposed $250,000 
appropriation to defray the expenses of 
the tariff board, recommended by the 
president, was stricken from the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill in the house 
today. 

This action resulted from a decision 
by Representative Mann, of Illinois, 
who was in ‘the chair, sustalning a 
point of order made by Mr. Fitzgerald 
of New York, who contended that there 
was no law authorizing any such ap- 
propriatiay. 

New Amendment Offered. 


In order to meet the objection to 
the tariff board, on the part of many 
democrats andrepublicans, Mr. Taw- 
ney proposed another amendment 
which appropriated $250,000 practically 
for the same purpose, with the added 
provision that it was “to enable the 
president to give congress information 
of the state of the union and to recidm- 
mend to their consideration such meas- 
ures as he shall judge necessary and 
expedient,” etc. 

Under this wording of the measure, 
it is understood the president should 
send to congress any information which 
may be collected under the proposed 
appropriation. By leaving, out of the 
amendment all reference to the tariff 
board, which already exists, it was 
hoped the provision would come within 
the rules of the house, and would not 
be subjected to a point of er. 

Representative Fitzger promptly 
made a point of order against the new 
amendment, and pending his argument 
upon it the house adjourned untf) to- 
morrow. 

Effort to Stop Tartf® Agitation. 

While Charles P. Taft, brother of the 
president, was occupying a seat on the 
floor, Mr. Fitzgerald of New York de- 
clared that the sole purpose of the ap- 
propriation of $250,000 for a_ tariff, 
board was “to prevent discussion or 
agitation of the tariff during the pres- 
ent republican administration.” 

“It is to tide over the republican 
party during the coming election 4nd 
allow the party to unite its discordant 
elements,” shouted“ Mr. Fitzgerald 
across the aisle to. the republicans. 

“I am opposed to it,” he continued, 
“because it is not suggested in good 
faith. It is to defer any discussion of 
the tariff.” 

Responding to Mr. Longworth of 
Ohio, Mr. Fitz@merald. said that if a 
democratic house should be elected 
next fall a revision of the tariff after 
March 4 “would result greatly to the 
advantage of the entire country.”

Told an Amazing Story. 

Spitzer told an amazing story on 
the stand today under direct examina- 
tion and hurried from the court to the 
federal grand jury room. This led to 
the rumor that his full confession 
would result in another batch of in- 
dictments. He was not cross-examin- 
ed by the defense because of the pe- 


cullar situation created by his sudden ‘ 


appearance as a government witness, 
Two of the defense’s lawyers had 
previously appeared for Spitzer when 
he was defendant and for ethical rea- 
sons could not now examine him. The* 
court ruled that they must agree on 
some one to examine him Wednesday.

Scapegoat for the Trust.

Today he told how 
for years he hed assisted in the al- 
legwed frauds.

ed weights to be sometimes 40 pounds 
short to a draft, and also the stuffing 
of newspapers underneath’ the floors of 
the scales for the same purpose. 

This use of paper was an absolutely 
new development in the fraud investi- 
gation. Heike listened to Spitzer's tes- 
timony with tense interest. 

Spitzer demonstrated in court the use 
of the bags of lead and testified about 
the steel springs, saying that first 
heavy ones were used and later light 
ones. The springs, he said, were sub- 
stituted for lead and paper when De- 
puty Surveyor of Custom Vail took of- 
fice, while the use of springs was 
abandoned after the sugar trust had 
paid the rebate to the government as 
@ result of the federal suit. 

System of Signal Lights. 

“Did you arrange a system of signal 
lights in the scale houses?’ suddenly 
asked the prosecution. ; 

“Yes, sir,’’ replied Spitzer, who then 
related that the signals were used to 
Warn the weighers of any sudden 
danger. . 

“How were the lights worked?’ 

“By a switch in my office,” replied 
Spitzer, who said that the switch was 
turned whenever a government official 
Was seen to approach. 

Spitzer said that an electric light 
had been used in the scale house for 
Many years, but that he made a change 
in the signal system by installing red 
lights. In reply to an interrogation of 
the prosecutor if he had ever reported 
the weighing frauds to any one, Spitz- 
er replied that he had informed a man 
named Leroy, who worked in the Wall 
street office of the sugar trust. 

The witness said when he wanted to 
raise any of the checkers’ wages he 
was obliged to put the matter before 
Cashier James F. Bendernagel and 
Frank W. Gerbracht. : 

The checkers of the government 
weighers were favored over those of 
the city weilghers in the matter of 
wages, he said, and every effort pos- 
sible was made to conceal this from 
the other workers on the dock. 

Warned Over ‘Phone. 

Spitzer said that in the fall of 1906 
he received a telephone message from 
an unknown person, warning him to be 
careful of the wire springs, as the gov- 
ernment was watching the docks. This 
caused a letting up in the frauds. 

Following the raid in November, 
1907, by the government, the witness 
said he was informed by Mr. Gerbracht 
thet the weighers and himself would 
be taken care of. 

“When the six weighers were dis- 
charged what happened?” 

“I paid them the same wages eve-y 
week at my home,” replied Mr. Spitzer, 
adding that the money was given him 
each week by Mr. Gerbracht, who left 
it in a package at his garage. 

“When did this money cease?’ 

“When I was sentenced last Febru- 
ary,” answered Mr. Spitzer. 

Spitzer said he knew Secretary Heike, 
but’ did not connect him in any way 
with knowledge of the false weighing. 

‘ross-examination of the witness was 
deferred. 

He Corroborated Spitzer. 

Allen E. Hawxhurst, on being recall- 
ed to the stand at the opening of 
the afternoon session, said the had been 
the afternoon session, said he had been 
years aS an assistant cashier, working 
under Bendernagel. He corroborated 
Spitzer by referring to the pay roll 
books and testified that Gerbracht 
ordered various raises in the pay of the 
government checkers. It has been tes- 
tified to early in the trial that the gov- 
ernment checkers got $3 extra per 
week over and above the sum noted on 
the pay envelope. Bendernagel some- 
times ordered the advances, testified 
the witness. This, too, was in cor- 
roboration of Spitzer’s testimony. 

Andrew Malion, also an employee in 
the cashier’s office, was next called to 
the stand and testified to the same 
facts as related by the preceding wit- 
ness. 

Statement by Wickersham. 

Washington, May 23.—The only in- 
formation obtainable at the department 
of justice regarding the Spitzer pardon 
was contained in the following state- 
ment made by Attorney Genera: Wick- 
ersham: 

“Oliver Spitzer, the convicted dock 
superintendent of the American Sugar 
Refining Company, Was granted an un- 
conditional pardon by President Taft a 
day or two ago on the recommendation 
of Henry lL. Stimson, special assistant 
to the attorney general, for the purpose 
of qualifying him to testify on behalf 
of the government in the pending pros- 
ecution in New York against C. R. 
Meike and Ernest Gerbracht and oth- 
ers.”

SenateRefuses toAuthor- 
ize Only One Vessel. 


New Ships to Cost Not Over 
$6,000,000 Each---Many Tor- 
pedo Boats Also Ordered. 
Revelations About Venezue- 
lan Episode by Sen. Depew. 


Washington, May 23.-——Defeating by 
@ vote of 26 to 39 an amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Burton to authorize only 
one new battleship instead of two, 
the senate today passed the naval ap- 
propriation bill. The bill carried an 
appropriation of almost $134,000,000. 
It was before the senate for two days, 


the debate being confined almost ex-~-. 


clusively to the battleship question. 

Two important amendments were 
adopted today. One of them, offered 
by Senator Johnston, appropriates 
$450,000 for the purchase of torpedo 
boats “whose vitals are below the 
normal load line;” the other by Sena- 
tor Jones, eliminates railroad, county 
and municipal bonds from the securt- 
ties which may be deposited by con- 
tractors. 

The Naval Increase. 

The naval increase for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1911, provided 
by the bill, is as follows: 

Two first-class battleships, 
not exceeding $6,000,000 each. 

Two fleet colliers, to cost not 
ceeding ne each. 

Five bmarine torpedo boats, 
exceeding a total of $2,500,000. 

Six torpedo boat destroyers, to 
not exceeding $750,000 each. 

The house bill provides for only four 
submarines, and no torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. The senate also added a pro- 
vision that not more than one of the 
battleships should be built by the same 
company. The provision inserted in the 
house requiring that the battleships 
and fleet colliera should be built under 
the eight-hour lew was retained by the 
genate.

Revelations by Depew. 

The closing hour of the debate serv- 
ed to clicit two important historical 
revelations by Serator wepew, which 
were given from his own store of in- 
formation. One of them bore on the 
war with Spain, ard the cther Venez- 
uelan embroglio with Great Britain in 
the second administration of President 
Cleveland. The statement regarding 
the Spanish war was elicited by an as- 
sertion by Senator Heyburn that the 
people themselves did not want wars, 
but generally were compelled by their 
rulers to submit to them. 

Taking issue with the Idaho senator, 
Mr. Depew said that popular demand 
had forced the war with Spain on the 
country, and that President McKinley 
had been opposed to it. He said that 
as favorable terms could have been ob- 
tained from Spain without as with war. 

“Does not the senator believe that 
but for the pressure of that time the 
president would have negotiated Spain 
off the American continent?” asked 
Mr. Hale. : 

“I do,’’ responded the New York sen- 
ator. “I knew of my own knowledge 
that Spain was prepared to abandon 
Cuba and Porto Rico to: prevent hu- 
miliation if she could be assured in 
advance of the acceptance of the prop- 
Osition.” 

He said President McKinley had not 
been a strong enough personality to 
resist popular will. 

The Venezuelan Episode. 

Mr. Depew also related some his- 
tory concerning the Venezuelan epi- 
sode of the second Cleveland adminis- 
tration. 

“An intimate friend of mine who 
was also an intimate friend of Lord 
Salisbury, then the British prime min- 
ister,” he said, “told me that when the 
president’s message was promulgated, 
Lord Salisbury said to him, ‘I believe 
that on account of the rancor coming 
down from the revolutionary war and 
accentuated by certain occurrences in 
the civil war, America means to have 
&@ war with Great Britain at some time, 
and I believe now is the best time, 
when America has no navy.’ The view 
of the prime minisier was averted by 
Queen Victoria, but if Lord Salisbury 
had had the power possessed by some 
English prime ministers the issue ecr- 
tainly would have been tried out.” 

Mr. Depew used the last incident to 
enforce an argument in favor of a 
strong navy and for the present au- 
thorization of two new battleships of 
the Dreadnaught type. Mr. Owen 
confessed to a change of views on the 
question of navy increase. He said 
that last year he had given his vote 
for the naval program, because of the 
president’s representations of the pos- 
sibility of foreign complications, but 
now, having reached the conclusion 
that War was next to impossible, he 
had decided to vote for the Burton 
amendement. He proposed an amend- 
ment making an appropriation for the 
direct purpose of promoting inter- 
national peace, but it was ruled out 
on a point of order. 

Continued Increase Wanted. 

Mr. Heyburn expressed the opinion 
that there should be a continued in- 
crease of the navy until the comple- 
tion of the Panama canal. 

The democrats voting for the two 
battleships were: Clarke, Arkansas; 
McEnery, Louisiana, and Taylor. 

The republicans for one battleship 
were: Bristow, Burton, Clapp, Craw- 
ford, Cummins, Dixon, Dolliver, Male, 
La Follette and Page.

Lord Carrington, who, in addition 
to his office of minister of agriculture, 
has now become, through the acces- 
sion of King George, lord grear 
chamberlain of England, and thus iIn- 
vested with one of the half dozen 
great offices of state, was one of the 
oldest friends of the late king, and 
one of the very few of Edward VII.'s 
cronies of whom his mother, Queen 
Victoria, was very fond. She be- 
stowed upon him many marks ofr 
favor, promoting him from a baronetcy 
to an earldom, and appointing him to 
all sorts of offices, including those 
of captain of the corps of gentlemen at 
arms, governor of the colony of New 
South Wales and lord chamberlain of 
the household, which must not be con- 
founded with the office of lord great 
chamberlain of England. It was 
while lord chamberlain of the house- 
hold that Lord Carrington, in fulfill- 
ing his duties as censor of the drama 
had his memorable encounter with | 
Fay Templeton, on the subject of her 
costume, when she was appearing at 
the Gaiety theater in London. 

He Horsewhipped Author. 

Sixty-six, bespectacled, and most 
benevolent looking, it is difficult to 
represent to oneself that Lord Car- 
rington was forty years ago. thé asso- 
ciate of his late king’ in many a wild 
freak and harum-scarum prank, ana 
that he was the principal actor in one 
of the most sensational horsewhip- 
ping scandals of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The castigation was adminis- 
tered to Grenville Murray, the former 
diplomat, author and journalist, for 
holding up the earl to ridicule and 
obloquy, under the pseudonym of 
“Bob Chousington, Lord Jarvey,” in @ 
weekly newspaper of the society or- 
der, entitled “The Queen's Messenger.” 
Grenville Murray, who received a ter- 
rible drubbing, brought suit against 
Lord Carrington for assault, and se- 
cured the imposition of a fine of $500. 
But during the course of the legal) 
proceedings he was unfortunate 
enough to swear to something that 
was not true, and thereupon Lord Car- 
rington proceeded ageéeinst him for 
perjury. To escape the consequences 
of a certain conviction, Murray flea 
to France, where he remained an exile 
from his native land until his death. 
He was understood to be one of the 
many natural sons of Lord Palmerston, 
who was his protector as long as he 
lived, and who certainly gave him his 
first appointment in the diplomatic 
service, from which he was fired for 
lampooning his ambassador at Constan- 
tinople in the pages of some London 
publication. 
Grenville Murray wrote a number of 
books, of which the best-known ere 
“The Member for Paris’ and “Side- 
lights on English Society,” which lat- 
ter is of the most libelous description, 
and long since out of print. He cdl- 
laborated from Paris with Edmund 
Yates, in starting The London Weekly 


World, now owned and edited by the 
young Earl Winterton, the only ear! 
to sit in the house of commons, his 
peerages being Irish. Murray died 
under a Spanish name and title of 
count, which he had obtained througn

the oldest member of his household. 
He has a younger brother, Colonel Sir 
William Carrington, who has until 
now been the comptroller of the house- 
hold of King George, and who has had 
the entire management of his affairs. 
Sir William, who was also assistant 
private secretary and equerry to 
Queen Victoria, has an American wife, 
a daughter of the late Francis War- 
den, which made him, of course, the 
brother-in-law of that extremely pop- 
ular personage, the late Billy Warden, 
who was as much at home in the most 
exclusive set of London society as in 
Paris. 

Lord Carrington is descended from 
the same stock as the late Lord 
Pauncefote, who died as ambassador 
at Washington, namely, from Aber 
Smith, the Nottingham banker, who 
flourished at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century. Abel had three 
sons, of whom the first was George, 
who was created a baronet, and whose 
eldest son and namesake assumed the 
name of Bromley, in lieu of Smitn, 
his descendant, the present holder of 
the baronetcy, being Sir Maurice 
Bromley Wilson. His elder brother 
and predecessor in the baronetcy, Sir 
Robert Bromley, married the late Lord 
Pauncefote’s daughter, Lilian. Abel 
Smith’s second son, John, was the an- 
cestor of Lord Pauncefote. The third 
son of Abel bore the same name, and 
hed a son of his own, named Robert, 
who was the friend and banker of the 
famous Prime Minister Pitt. and for 
whom the latter secured with a good 
deal of difficulty a peerage from 
George III.. this monarch manifesting 
an invincible objection to raising “any- 
one in trade” to the house of lords. 
Pitt was of a different opinion. He 
held that any man of good repute, pos- 
sesed of an income of $100,000 a year 
derived from entailed landed property, 
was, ipse facto, entitled to a peerage, 
and he had his way. Pitt's friends 
selected as his title that of Lord Car- 
rington, and his son, following the 
example of the other descendants of 
the original Abe] Smith, secured leave 
from the crown to change his 
patronymic from Smith to Carrington. 


A Strong Land Reformer. 

Lord Carrington, while the personi- 
fication of common sense, is an enthu- 
siastic land reformer, and in favor of 
the multiplication of small holdings. 
increased security of tenure, and free- 

n tor tenant farmers in their mode 
of farming. He has cut up large por- 
tions of his estates into small hold- 
ings and allotments. That this gen- 
erous system pays may be inferred from 
the fact that during the last 40 years 
he has only changed eighteen tenant 
on his 30,000 acres, with the exception 
of changes of tenancy caused by 
death. He gives as a reason for this 
thet his tenants can “farm how they 
like, shoot what they like, pray as 
they like and vote as they like.” Other 
great landlords of the United King- 
dom are wont to impose upon their 
tenants certain kinds of farming, and 
to prohibit them from shooting even 
the ground game that may de de- 
stroying thelr crops, and dispossess tne 
tenants from their homes unless they 
adhere to the Church of Engiand, and 


not according to their political 
re to the views 


of thinking more of his tenants and 
of the workingmen on his estate than 
of his own order, Lord Carrington re- 
plied, “Why not? My family were 
working people themselves only a few 
gsenerations ago.” 

The office of lord great chamber- 
lain of England, which carries with 
it the custody of the palace of West- 
minster, where the two houses of par- 
liament hold their deliberations, ana 
the direction of all the arrangements 
of coronations, dates from the twelfth 
century, when it was conferred by 
King Henry I. upon the Earl of Ox- 
ford and his descendants. 

Scions of the De Veres. 

Lord Carrington, the Earl of Ancas- 
ter (whose son and heir is marriea 
to Miss Eloise Breese, of New York), 
and the Marquis of Cholmondeley 
have each of them a right to the of- 
fice, as descended from the sisters and 
co-helresses of Henry de Vere, the 
eighteenth and last Earl of Oxfora. 
After much litigation, it was decided 
by the court of claims in 1902 that ir 
the three claimants to the office coula 
not agree among themselves, the king 
should appoint one of them to serve as 
Ord great chamberlain. His inter- 
vention, however, proved unnecessary. 
They effected a compromise, according 
to which they hold it in alternate 
reigns. Thus the Marquis of Chol- 
mondeley was the lord great cham- 
berlain during the reign of King Ea- 
ward, and from the moment of his 
death the office, which carries with it 
no salary, but great power and pres- 
tige, passed, ipse facto, to Lord Car- 
rington. Next will come the turn of 
Lord Ancaster. 


King George's exact height is 6 feet 
6 inches in his stockinged feet, and 
probably 5 feet 7 in his shoes, thet ig 
to Say, just an inch and a fraction 
shorter than his father. Much has 
been said of his cleverness as a boxer, 
as a billiard player and as a sporting 
shot. To this may be added the fact, 
not heretofore stated, that he plays an 
excellent game of tennis (not lawn 
tennis, but court tennis), and when in 
town as heir appé@rent, was often in 
the habit of visiting the so-called 
Prince’s Racquet and Tennis Club, In 
Knightsbridge, opposite the military 
barracks, where they have excellent 
courts. When the Duke of Fife had a 
place at Sheen, in the suburbs, King 
George used often to play in the 
courts there, and his signature ép- 
pears very frequently in the visitors’ 
book, which the duke still retains. 
Unlike his father, he is fond of both 
cricket and football, and takes much 
interest in both football and cricket 
matches, at which, prior to his acces- 
sion, he was often seen with his boys. 
The boys are extremely keen about 
the game, and are never so happy as 
when indulging therein, at Sandring- 
ham and at Frogmore.

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GIRL MET DEATH 
DEFENDING HONOR 


So Prosecutor Alleges in 


Trial of Seyler Accus- 
ed of Murder. 


Mays Landing, N. J., May 23.—Rapid 
progress was made today in the trial of 
William Seyler, the young married man 
accused of murdering Jane Adams on 
the million-dollar pier in Atlantic City 
last February. A jury was chosen 
within an hour and twenty minutes 
after the prisoner was arraigned at 
the opening of court. 

Prosecutor Goldenberg, in his open- 
ing address, said that “Jane Adams 
met her death defending her honor.” 
The first witnesses called were’ the 
motorman and a policeman who found 
the. girl’s bruised body with the torn 
clothing frozen to it lying oon the 
beach, where it had been cast by the 
waves, several days after the girl had 
disappeared. 

Girl’s Father Testifies. 

Charles Adams, the girl’s father, was 
then placed on the stand. He stated 
that on the night of February 4, Orvis, 
brother of the defendant, came to his 
house and took Jane and her sister, 
Alice, out about 7 o’clock. Alice later 
returned alone and said she left Jane 
on the pier with William Seyler. 

Mrs. Adams went to Seyler’s home, 
but he disclaimed all knowledge of 
Jane’s disappearance. Asked whether

impaired for some time past, her death 
was wholly unexpected by the mem- 
bers of her family. 

Though well advanced in years— 
Mrs. Bieser would have been 80 years 
old in September next—she has al- 
ways been remarkably active and en- 
ergetic, rarely being unable to move 
about the house and the place. At 4 
o'clock yesterday morning she left 
her bed to awaken her son, David 
Bieser, for breakfast so that he might 
come to town to his market. After 
her son’s departure she returned to 
her bedroom, lying down for a short 
rest. About half-past 6 o'clock a 
member of the family enterting her 
room found the old lady in a semi- 
conscious condition and within a few 
minutes she had breathed her last. 
Dropsy was the cause of death. 

Mrs. Bieser, who was known by her 
friends as “Grossmudder Bieser,” was. 
in many ways a remarkable woman. 
She was a native of Germany, having 
been born on the Rhine, and when yet 
quite young became the wife of John 
Bieser. That was in 1858, and im- 
mediately after the ceremony Mr. Bie- 
ser came to America, settling first in 
Warren county, whence he came to 
Atiante in 1866. That year Mrs. 
Bieser joined him here. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Bieser were energetic and in- 
Gdustrious and within a short time 
they owned one of the best truck 
farms in this section of the state. 

On the old place six children were 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Bieser, three 
of whom, Jacob D., David F. and Al)- 
bert H., are living, the other three 
having died in their youth Jake Bie- 
ser is living in the city, while Dave 
Bieser still makes his home on the 
old place. Albert Bieser is in the 
west, his present location being un- 
known to the members of the family. 

Mrs. Bieser is survived by twelve 
grandchildren, the oldest being 32 
years of age, while the youngesi is 3 
years old. Three great-grandchil- 
dren are also living. She was the 
“soul of hospitality.”

STOCKS BECAME WEAK 
BY THE END OF DAY 


Market Was a Sag One on 
Account of Selling to 
Realize. 


New York, May 23.—Today’s stock 
market was a disappointment to those 
who took on stocks in the latter part 
of last week in the expectation that a 
broadening of demand and a rise in 
prices were to be looked for this week. 
The sagging today of prices was di- 
rectly due to selling to realize by such 
disappointed holders, while the ex- 
pected demand was not in evidence 
The deeper cause for the action of the 
market, or its lack of action, still 
remaing obscure. The tone become 
decidedly weak by the end of the day. 

Attention today converged on the 
London market. The decisive har- 
dening of discount rates at that cen- 
ter carried its admonition to all other 
financial centers. The private dis- 
count rate moved up to within a shade 
of the Bank of England rate. The 
direct cause of this is the collection 
of arrears of taxation that ia still go- 
ing forward, so that the money mar- 
ket is obliged to borrow from the 
Bank of England to secure resources 
for this purpose. It lies in the power 
of the Bank of England to relieve this 
situation by the purchase of British 
exchequer bills from the market and 
it was expected that this would be 
done in connection with the tax col- 
lections., The fact that it is not done 
marks the policy of the bank authori- 
ties to control the money market to 
keep up the rates for money and dis- 
counts and thus to influence the inter- 
national exchanges. This is did ef- 
fectually today, ag it was seen in the 
quite sensational rise of 3 centimes in 
the Paris rate of exchange in London. 
In Berlin, also, London exchange rose 
1 pfennig and in the New York price 
for demand sterling rose to 487.80. 

There was an attempt to create an 
impression that the rise in the Paris 
sterling rate was caused by remit- 
tances to London indirectly on account 
of subscriptions in Paris to American 
bong issues. There wags no. corre- 
sponding relaxation in London’s pres- 
sure on New York remittances to bear 
out this claim. New York exchange 
on Paris, however, was lower. 

The alleged progress of negotiations 
for the sale of bonds to Paris bankers 
was subject to discussion again, with 
the other assertion that official an- 
nouncement was imminent. There was 
also insistence on the prospect that 
the old project of listing Uniteq States 
Steel on the Paris

“WhereaS, these efforts of the enemy 
were intended to blacken the fair name 
of the connection, disturb her peace 
and hinder, if possible, her progress, 
now the praise of the whole country; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the members of the 
ninety-fourth session of the Philadel- 
phia conference take this opportunity 
of expressing their entire confidence in 
the integrity of our bishop and the 
splendid record he has made both for 
himself, church and the race in a 
period of more than half a century; 
be it further 

“Resolved, That we hereby express 
our hanks and appreciation to the 
members of the New Jersey confer- 
ence who s0 well sustained him in. his 
unprecedented persecution, and like- 
wise the court that accorded him such 
a full and just vinndication, and, last- 
ly, the faithful members of the church 
and ministers of this conference, who 
would not allow themselves to be 
swayed either by newspaper reports 
nor public gossip and clamor, but have 
reaffirmed their confidence in the 
bishop and conference by submitting 
to this session the best reports of the 
ninety-four years of its honorable ex- 
istence. Be it further 

“Resolved, That these resolutions 
become a part of the records of this 
day's proceedings and be submitted 
to the press as a whole, including 
those papers in which the scandalous 
reports have appeared; and, finally, to

HEAVY LOSS IN TEXAS 
CAUSED BY A STORM 


High Wind Wrecked Dwellings 
and Hail Destroyed 


Crops. 


Dallas, May 23.—Reports from last 
night’s storm in Texas indicate a loss 
running into thousands of dollars, Te- 
sulting from high wind and hail. In 
Grayson county near Sherman, a strip 
a mile wide and six miles long was 
devastated, destroying all crops and 
damaging many houses with a loss 
estimated at $50,000. , 

In Lamar county a number of dwell- 
ings were wrecked and crops destroyed 
in a smal] area. 

A residence was destroyed and all 
growing crops in two square miles 
beaten into the earth at  Dorcester, 
Grayson county. 

Near Rosebud, Texas, the crop and 
property loss is $20,000. In Falls county 
a bridge across the Brazos river cost- 
ing $50,000 was washed away. Heavy 
crop damage is reported in Fannin and 
other counties along Red river.

Many persons in Savannah believe that 
thé mystery of the triple murder in 
w oh three defenseless women, one of 
the very old, met terrible death in 
the ‘Perry street “House of Murders” 
here last December, will never be 
solved Others look to the trial of 
3.48. Hunter, husband of one of the 
victims; W. H. Walis, her alleged in- 
timate, both white men, and John 
Cooker, a negro, to clear it up and 
tel} the story of whose hand wielded 
the ‘terrible weapon that crushed in 
the skulls of the three women. 

Though it is probable a severance 
will be asked, ang that but one of the 
trio of men indicted for the murder 
of Mrs. Maggie Hunter will go on 
trial in Chatham superior court tomor- 
row, the first trial is expected to dis- 
@lO0ee whether the mystery will be 
solved through this phase of the search 
for the murderer. 

The evidence against the men is 
purely circumstantial, it is said; Hunt- 
er: being known to have been on bad 
terms with his wife, Walls admittedly 
having started for the House of Mur- 
ders at the time that would have 
taken him there about the time of the 
murders. and Cooker having been 
identified as the negro who was at 
work in the back yard of the Perry 
street house on the day of the triple 
ki?''ne, 

Forty witnesses have been summon- 


ed by the state, but tnsofar as the 
public knows, the evidence against the 
trio is not impressive for its strength. 
The three victims of the murders were 
Mrs. Eliza Gribble, her daughter, Mrs. 
Carrie Ohlander, and Mrs. Hunter. In- 
tense interest, aideg by the element 
of mystery in the case, hangs about 
the further developments in the search 
by the authorities for the guilty. 

The grand jury indicted the three 
prisoners but for one of the murders, 
though it ig practically certain, of 
course, that one hand, or the hands of 
one party of murderers, killed all 
three of the women. The object in 
this is, it is said, not to exhaust the 
resources of the officers now, lest the 
lapse of time may discover new evi- 
dence. 

It is probable that physicians who 
listened to the raving of the dying 
Mrs. Hunter in the hospital may be 
put on the stand by the state

Whereby Donors Will Be As- 
sured Their Gifts Will Never 
Be Diverted-—Alleged Action 
Is Bar to Organic Union. 


Lewisburg, W. Va., May 23.—Despite 
the protest that the action might hin- 
der union with some other church, the 
Southern Presbyterian church in gen- 
eral assembly here this afternoon 
adopted an optional form of convey- 
ance, whereby future donors may be 
assured that their gifts will remain 
forever in that organization. 

The fight over the proposal was the 
most earnest of any contest of the 
assembly. Judge Frank B Hutton, 
of Abingdon, Va. led the forces in 
favor of the adoption of the form, 
having presented a majority report of 
@ special committee. 

Nesbit Led Minority. 

Rev. C. R. Nesbit, of Nashville, Tenn.. 
submitted a minority report signed by 
himself and was the leader of what 
proved to be the minority on the floor. 
Dr. W. LL. Lingle; of Atlanta, Ga., 
Played the role of an unsuccessful 
compromiser. He wanted the assembly 
to adopt no forms.

CAPTURED BONDS 
WILL BE RETURNED 


Louisiana Will Get Securities 
Taken by the Federal .- 
roops. 


Washington, May 23.—The senate 
committee on military affairs today 
ordered a favorable report on @ res- 
olution providing for the return to the 
state of Louisiana and the city of New 
Orleans of certain bonds captureq by 
union forces at Shreveport during the 
civil war. 

The face value of the bonds captured 
was $4,476,980. The securities were 
transmitted to the United States treas- 
ury. All except $545,480 were return- 
ed by order of the secretary of war 
in 1866, but the statute of limitations 
has run against the remainder and it 
is held that they are not returnable 
although they have no money value 
without the sanction of congress.

MURDER JEERS .OUR CIVILIZATION! 


Up near Dahlonega a father and son lie fatally wounded as the 
result of a trivial quarrel with a third party whom, the dispatch 
comments, “it is stated had shot two men before.” 

In Douglas, Ga., Sunday morning a railroad fireman ‘breathed 


i his last because an engineer, “his intimate friend,” had dropped him 


in his tracks to prove that he was “game!” 

Both of these terribly futile tragedies are the grist of the deadly 
PISTOL. 

For the past week hardly a day has gone by that. The Consti- 
tution did not chronicle one, sometimes two and three, parallel out- 
rages. 

It is coming to be commonplace for the readers of papers in 
Georgia and other American states to have a carnival of murder 
and violence spread before them with the recurrence of each twenty- 
four hours.

In virtually every instance the tale is of the same horrifying 
monotony.

- Im practically each case, also, there runs the sad line— 


“The murdered man leaves an indigent widow and orphans.” 

There would be a glimmer of hope if conviction and execution, 
even life imprisonment, followed fast on the crime, with their par- 
tial deterrent effect. 

They do not! 

Skillful attorneys defer trial until public resentment of the 
crime has been replaced by maudlin sympathy for the criminal. 
They find or create extenuating technicalities. And there is always 
the natural aversion to taking life legally to reckon with as a sure 
ally. 

2 Murder unwhipped is murder encouraged! One slayer released 
or dismissed with light punishment breeds several other slayers. 
Unrepressed by law or public sentiment, this homicidal vice is pro- 
eressive—no man knows where it may end, whom it will claim. 

We boast of our twentieth century civilization and our militant 
Christianity. We spend millions annually to evangelize the heathen 
abroad. 

Here, at our elbows, murder, unafraid and insolent, mocks our 
smug claims. To civilization in other lands we send the tacit admis- 


sion that our courts are paralyzed, the feet of our law shod with 


lead, justice manacled. : 
How long will public sentiment in Georgia, in America, stand 
passive under the indictment?

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DR. BROUGHTON’S GRATIFYING DECISION. 


Non-denominational philanthropy and the cause generally of 
religion profits by the decision of Dr. Len G. Broughton to remain 
in Atlanta, although his declination of the offer of Christ Church, 
London, entailed a heavy personal sacrifice upon him. 

Dr. Broughton himself aptly described as one of his controlling 
motives the fact that he had begun here a work of the first impor- 
tance, and that having “set his hand to the plow,” he could not gain 
his own consent to abandon it to other hands in a state of semi- 
completion.

From extended personal 
experience, Dr. Broughton has seen the large and vital opportunity 
for practical achievement of an evangelizing nature in the large 
English parish offered him. From that standpoint, and also from 
the standpoint of remuneration several times exceeding that now 
paid him, it required a man of heroic caliber and unwavering devo- 
tion to duty to subordinate self to the obligation under which he 
felt he rested to his parishioners and to Atlanta generally. 

The action is thoroughly characteristic of the man, and of the 
sturdy courage and self-obliteration that have marked his course 
since first he became identified with the city. 

Many Atlantans not agreeing with the methods of Dr. Brough- 
ton have seen in his philanthropic program and in the absolute confi- 
dence in which they held his integrity of purpose, an opportunity for 
good of the most achieving nature. So that, contributing generously 
to the charitable enterprises of a man with whom they might not 
personally be in harmony, they have not only paid the most final 
tribute to the power of a rugged and upright personality, but at the 
same time testified to their own breadth. 

Not only as a splendid influence for militant religion, but as 
well because of his high conceptions of civic duty and non-denomi- 
national philanthropy, The Constitution welcomes Dr. Broughton’s 
decision. He has demonstrated that he is entitled to the confidence 
of the people of Atlanta in all of his ventures. The consecrated 
dream of his life is the completion of his institutional enterprise, in 
which field he is a pioneer in the southern states. Since he has vol- 
untarily refused the offer of a lifetime in the pursuance of a high 
duty in this city, it is incumbent upon our people to rally liberally 
to the completion of his enterprises that make for the common good 
without reference to denominational religion.

Speculators in New York are holding out the sure relative lure 
to cotton seed oil mills in the south, as that with which gamblers on 
the New York Cotton Exchange hypnotize both farmers and cotton 
inills into accepting, in advance, an unfair price for their staple. 

For instance, despite the present scarcity of cotton seed oil, due 
to the short crop of last season, and patent inability to secure fresh 
supplies before next September, New York speculators are now sell- 
ing oil options for December-January delivery at a discount of 13 
cents a gallon under the parity for spot delivery of crude oil in the 
south. They are, moreover, urging mills in the south to follow their 
example, in the face of the heavy penalties paid by southern mills 
for nibbling at such bait last summer. 

Dealing in futures is as bad for the cotton seed oil operator as 
it is for the farmer. The undesirability is emphasized in the current 
instance, where there is a scarcity of oil amounting almost to a 
famine, and where uncertainty regarding the forthcoming yield is 
the dominant note of the situation. 

Oil mill men have everything to gain and nothing to lose by 
holding on tight to their respective crushings, the advice of the 
eastern gamblers to the contrary notwithstanding. They can rest 
assured that the market will absorb, at good prices, and for spot 
delivery, whatever oil they may crush when the new crop is 
coming in. 

Following any other course,.they will simply be voluntarily 
sacrificing profits to which they are legitimately entitled to feed the 
pockets of speculators, whose sole interest in the situation is that of 
the detached gamester, or the seeker of commissions. 

If the oil mills of the south are anxious to embark upon philan- 
thropy undiluted, no better opening offers than in mortgaging at the 
present time the output, which will be worth infinitely more next 
fall. 

The one way to avoid such disaster is to refuse to sell oil for 
future delivery, unless at prices incomparably more commensurate 
with the potential value of the product than those now offered.

Opportunity for Yeung Men. 

“There are many cogent reasons 
why a young man should engage in 
farming. It is better for him and bet- 
ter for the state, that he, in the morn- 
ing of his life should join that great 
army of our fellow-citizens who in the 
past have done so much, and who in the 
future are destined to do even more 
for the prosperity and happiness of 
mankind. 

“When he is young, strong and full 
of ambition igs the golden opportunity 
in his life to begin farming. Let him 
make up his mind to stick to farming, 
and hope and believe through good as 
well as evil reports that in the end his 
labors will be rewarded. Let him re- 
member that there is no royal road 
to success in any calling. Success tn 
all avocations comes from the con- 
stant exercise of good judgment, close 
application, hard study, fair dealing and 
an aptitude to learn, both through his 
own and the experience of others. Let 
him be economical and temperate in 
all things, and live inside of his income. 
Agriculture, as every one knows, is the 
pillar which holds up every other pur- 
suit, avocation and profession. If 
every farmer should produce only 
enough on his farm to feed and clothe 
his family with, no surplus for sale, 
what would become of all those engag- 
ed in other pursuits? 

“While our commercial, industrial 
and manufacturing interests are im- 
portant, yet they are small when com- 
pared to our vast agricultural inter- 
ests. Young men of energy and brain 
are everywhere needed on the farm, 
and such men can safely count on suc- 
cess in farming. Farming is the most 
honorable occupation under the sun. 
The farmer comes and goes to his 
daily work at no man’s bidding. H:s 
time is his own. 

“It is true the farmer often mak 33 
Other people rich while he himself r-- 
inains poor. It is to be hoped thi ch- 
future, unlike the past, will not wit- 
ness so many instances of this kind. 

“In times of war he is the chief de- 
fender of his country’s rights. He was 
first at Manassas and last at Appo- 
mattox. In time of peace he is the 
great conservative element which de- 
feats at the polls the anarchists of the 
cities. 

Enemies of the Farmer. 


“While the farmers have been feed- 
ing and clothing the world, those 
whom he has been feeding ang cloth- 
ing have often been his worst enemies. 
When cotton was selling below 6 cents 
theer was no reduction ni the rate of 
interest he had to pay; no scaling for 
taxes or lessening of the freight rates 
in his favor. In this critical period of 
his history, there is no record of it if 
he received any help. If this condition 
of affairs had continued there would 
have been no encouragement for. our 
young men to engage in farming. But 
a change, and a change for the better 
has come. The farmers everywhere 
have made up their minds to control 
their own business and to look after 
their own interest better than they 
have ever done before. They have 
united and decided to hold the surplus 
products of their farms until they can 
obtain remunerative prices. They are 
becoming more intelligent and are re- 
fusing to be ‘hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water’ for other people. They 
have learned that in farming there are 
two propositions to be considered; one 
is to produce the crop to the best ad- 
vantage, and the other is to sell it ata 
profit or hold it until the world is 
obliged to have it. 

“As time rolls on the farmers will be- 
come more and more intelligent and 
see more clearly the wisdom of uniting 
and pulling together. 

“Farming will become a more profit- 
able occupation in the future than it 
has been in the past. Every year, as 
it comes and goes, will convince the

Albany, N. Y., May 283-—The firm of 
Durant & Elmore, grain merchants, 
with offices in Albany, Chicago, Buffalo 
and Boston, is practically in the hands 
of the officials of the National Com- 
mercial and First National banks of 
this city, who are its creditors to the 
extent of nearly $500,000, 

By the alleged- manipulation of bills 
of lading, the company is alleged to 
have been able to borrow hundreds of 
thousands of dollars from banks in 
Albany and other cities. The total 
amount involved has not been ascer- 
tained. It is understood, however, that 
the firm had outstanding paper ag- 
| sregating between $500,000 and $800,- 
000, but just what proportion of it 1s 
secured probably will not be known 
for several days. 

Trying to Get at Truth. 

Representatives of the banks were 
busy today examining the company’s 
books and papers, and questioning its 
employees in an endeavor to get at the 
truth of the allegations, 

Just where the money went has not 
been told, but it is alleged that the 
firm was dealing heavily in the grain 
market. It has had considerable paper 
out for some time; but that was noth- 
ing unusual, because the company car- 
ried on a big grain business. Word 
came to this city from Boston recently 
to the effect that some of its paper had 
been refused in that city, and immedl- 
ately representatives of the National 
Commercial and the First National 
banks visited the offices of Durant & 
Elmore and asked for an explanation. 
Mr. Oliver, the treasurer and general 
manager, was in New York City, and 
could not be located. The officials ex- 
amined the books, but were unable to 
get any satisfactory explanation of the | 
situation. Mr. Oliver did not return un- 
til Saturday, and since that time the 
bank officials have been busy delving 
into the firm’s affairs.

Kline is well known here as a church- 
mam He began his observations of 
the comet some time ago and after- 
wards went through the negro colony 
warning his brethren to prepare for 
the end of the world on May 18.

Washington, May 25.—The depart- 
ment of justice took a new tack to- 
day in its extensive crusade against 
bucket shops. In addition to the con- 
spiracy charge that was made against 
29 men in the cities of New York, 
Jersey City, Baltimore and Washing- 
ton last April the department today 
lodged a complaint of direct viola- 
tion of section 865 of the District 
code which forbids bucket shopping or 
setting up gaming tables in the Dis- 
tricot, 

This direct charge of operating a 
bucket shop in the District is made 
against the persons who are said to 
constitute the Standard Stock and 
Grain Company of Jersey City. 

Four additional persons were ex- 
pecteg to be caught in the dragnet 
who were not mentioned in the pre- 
vious indictment. They are Samuel 
W. Adler aad C. A Tillis, known as 
“Cat” Tillis, of New York, and Wil- 
liam Fox and F. B. Browning, of 
Baltimore. 

With others they are charged with 
being actually engaged in the conduct 
of the brokerage business run here in 
the name of Duryee & Co. 


SMALL BLAZE ABOARD _ 
STEAMER COLORADO 


Prompt Aid Effective in Stamp- 
ing Out Fire Which Threat- 
ened the Ship. 


Key West, Fla, May 23.—The Mal- 
lory steamer, Colorado, Captain Da- 
vidson, from New York, bound for 
Galveston, with a general cargo, ar- 
rived early this morning in port with 
a flerce fire burning in her lower mid- 
ship hold. The fire was discovered 
at 3 p. m. Sunday while off the east 
coast. The ship’s crew responded to 
a fire alarm, and everything was done 
to keep the fire under control wntil 
the ship arrived in Key West.

The Forward and Massasoit left the 
Colorado’s sides late today and have 
gone to their berths at the wharf. 

It is not believed tha? any serious 
damage was done either the ship or 
its cargo.
